Constitution  and  Journal  Charged 
with  Mailing  More  Papers  at  One 
Cent  Rate  Than  They  Were  En¬ 
titled  to  Under  the  Law — Eighteen 
Thousand  Dollars  Alleged  to  Be 
Due  from  the  Former. 

Suit  against  the  Atlanta  Journal  Co. 
and  the  Constitution  Publishing  Co.  for 
I)OStage  alleged  to  be  due  the  Govern 
ment,  was  fded  by  the  Gfivernnient  in 
the  United  States  Court  at  .\tlanta  last 
week. 

Judgment  against  the  .\tlanta  Journal 
Co.  is  asked  in  the  sum  of  $1.8;t7.S'J. 
and  against  the  Constitution  Publishing 
Co.  for  SlSjORt)..')?. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  Atlanta  Journal 
Co.  sent  ll.-V.il  pounds  of  the  .'scmi- 
W'eekly  Journal  in  e-xcess  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  pounds  to  which  the  company  was 
entitled  under  the  one-cent-a-pound  rate 
The  amount  claimed  bv  the  Government 
is  the  difference  between  the  one-cent-a- 
pound  rate  and  the  rate  f>f  one  cent  for 
each  four  ounces  or  fraction  thereof  on 
the  amount  of  the  alleged  excess. 

In  the  suit  against  the  Constitution 
Publishing  Co.  it  is  alleged  in  the  peti¬ 
tion  that  from  September  1,  lOOfi,  up  to 
and  including  March  hi,  1010,  the  Con¬ 
stitution  Publishing  Co.  “fraudulently 
and  secretly  deposited"  in  the  mails  at 
.Atlanta  conies  of  the  Constitution  to  the 
amount  of  l.tt'il.Wl  pounds  without  i)ay- 
ing  the  postage.  The  postage  claimed 
by  the  Government  fo"  this  s  $lb,.'t0.fSI. 

It  is  further  .alleged  that  from  Januar\ 
1.  Ihdi'l,  un  to  and  includhig  December 
.hi.  IflOO,  the  t'onstitution  Publishing  Co. 
“fraudulently  .'■nd  secretlv  deposited”  in 
the  mads  at  .Atlanta  hlO.OhO  pounds  of 
the  Tri-W'eekly  Constitution  without 
paying  postage  thereon,  and  for  this  the 
Government  claims  $.h.-100.h0. 

It  is  further  alleged  that  during  the 
calendar  years  of  IWS  and  1009  the  Con- 
sthution  Pidilisbing  Co.  sent  out  copies 
of  the  Tri-Weeklv  Constitution  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  the  10  per  cen'’.  privilege,  and 
judgment  is  asked  for  the  difference  on 
this  excess  between  the  one-cent-a-pound 
rate  and  the  rate  of  one  cent  fo*-  each 
four  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Paper  Earnings  Climb  Upward. 

The  annual  report  of  the  International 
Paper  Co.  shows  gross  earnings  of 
OO.h.TJfi.  compared  with  $19.l,')9.0.h0  in  the 
previous  year.  .\  similar  corre-pon  I- 
ing  increase  in  the  cost  of  raw  materials 
and  general  expenses,  however,  left  net 
earnings  only  $707,(527  larger  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  actual  figures  for 
raw  materials  and  general  expenses  were 
$20,20g,:5ll,  against  $17,278,25.5  in  1910, 
leaving  net  at  $2., 987,102.  against  $2,180,- 
77.5  in  the' previous  year.

.After  sessions  extending  over  a  period 
of  tv\o  weeks,  the  Postal  Commission, 
which  ha>  been  conducting  hearin.gs  in 
N'ew  A'ork  t'it.N,  has  taken  a  recess  until 
Tuesday  of  next  week,  to  allow  the  post 
office  officials  to  rexise  certain  tables  of 
figures  already  offered  in  evidence.  The 
coming  week's  session  of  four  days  will 
probably  end  the  Government’s  side  of 
the  ca.-e. 

.At  the  closing  ses<ion,  Peter  ,1.  Gr.idv. 
representing  the  printers  and  eiygravers. 
protested  against  the  proiiosed  increa.se 
in  the  >econd  class  postal  rate.s.  lie 
argued  it  would  result  in  throwing  out 
of  employment  hundreds  of  men  in  the 
organizations  he  represente<l  and  their 
allied  trades.  .As  i  was.  -Mr.  Grady 
thoiyght,  the  Government  was  handling 
the  second-class  mail  matter,  if  not  at  a 
profit,  at  least  not  at  a  loss,  and  to  dis¬ 
turb  the  present  classification  would  be 
to  cf|uall.v  disturb  the  earning  capacity 
of  many  hundreds  of  men. 

Seconil  Assistant  Postmaster  Stewart 
and  Thir<l  .Assistant  Postmaster  Britt 
presented  some  revised  statistics  and 
gave  fi.gures  to  show  that  a  great  reduc¬ 
tion  in  cost  would  be  effected  by  reduc¬ 
ing  the  amount  of  second-class  mail 
matter.

Georgia  Editors  May  Soon  Exchange 
Advertising  for  Mileage. 

The  (ieorgia  AA'eekly  Press  Associa¬ 
tion  has  practically  won  the  pass  fight 
which  the  organization  has  waged  for 
some  time  past. 

The  weekly  editors  lost  their  case  be¬ 
fore  the  railroad  commission  last  spring 
after  the  commission  had  adopted  cer¬ 
tain  sections  of  the  Hepburn  act  to  ap¬ 
ply  to  Georgia  and  intr.a-State  transpor¬ 
tation.  The  editors  then  determined  to 
l)ut  the  (|uestion  up  to  the  Legislature, 
with  the  result  that  the  Senate  has  acted 
favorably  upon  the  matter.

i  t'oincident  with  the  change  in  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  Repithlic,  the  rumor  has  been 
revived  that  William  R.  Hearst  has  ob¬ 
tained  control  of  the  Star,  an  afternoon 
daily,  which  was  owned  hy  E.  G.  Lewi.s. 
While  the  Star  has  not  been  affected  hy 
tile  receivershij)  proceedings  against 
Lewis,  it  is  understood  that  it  has  been 
in  the  market  for  some  lime.

New  Herald  Building  to  Be  Ready 

This  Fall— Death  of  F.  Williams. 

(Special  Correspondence.) 

Louisville,  Ky.,  Aug.  10. — Xo  Louis¬ 
ville  newspaper  plant  was  ever  so  coin- 
coinpletely  gutted  by  flames  as  was  that 
of  the  Louisville  Herald  Puhlishing  Co., 
at  ll-‘5  West  Market  street,  last  Friday 
morning,  when  fire  of  unknown  origin 
almost  totally  destroyed  the  building  and 
eciuipment,  entailing  damage  estimated 
at  SLio.iMMl.  The  loss  is  said  to  he  cov¬ 
ered  by  insurance. 

John  C.  Shaffer,  of  Chicago,  owner  of 
the  Chicago  Evening  Post  and  the  In¬ 
dianapolis  Star,  is  editor  and  publisher 
of  the  Herald  and  principal  stockholder 
in  the  Herald  I’ublishing  Co. 

I'ortunately,  no  lives  were  lost'  as  a 
result  of  the  disastrous  fire.  The  fire¬ 
men  and  some  of  the  Herald’s  employe-, 
had  narrow  escapes,  but  only  one  or 
two  of  them  reported  minor  hurts.  The 
blaze  was  discovered  at  .a:  15  o’clock. 
I'ifteen  emiiloyes  were  at  work  in  the 
mailing  rooms  at  the  time  and  they 
tried  to  put  out  the  flames  with  fire  ex¬ 
tinguishers,  but  were  unsuccessful. 

In  half  an  hour  the  heavy  machinery, 
a  great  part  of  which  was  on  the  third 
floor,  began  falling  and  crushed  through 
the  floors  beneath,  a  charred  and 
wrecked  mass  of  twisted  iron  and  steel, 
fit  only  for  the  sera))  heat).  Two  presses, 
one  a  Hoe  and  the  other  a  Goss,  were 
partially  wrecked. 

Temporarily,  the  Herald  is  printing  its 
daily  and  Sunday  editions  on  the  presses 
of  the  Evening  Post,  the  owner  of  which 
placed  its  entire  mechanical  equipment 
at  the  disposal  of  Mr.  Shaffer.  The 
Times  and  Courier-Journal  companies 
also  magnanimously  tendered  the  use 
of  their  plants  immediately  upon  learn¬ 
ing  of  the  fire. 

The  work  of  reorganization  of  the 
Herald's  editorial  and  business  staffs 
was  promptly  effected  by  General  Man¬ 
ager  W.  K,  McKay,  who  was  returning 
to  I.ouisville  from  Chicago  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  the  fire.  At  noon  he  called  a  staff 
meeting  and  announced  he  had  received 
a  telegram  from  Mr.  Shaffer  calling  for 
the  uninterrui)tcd  publication  of  the 
paper.  Everyone  worked  with  a  will, 
with  the  result  th.at  not  a  single  edition 
of  the  paper  was  missed. 

•At  the  present  time  a  new  home  for 
the  Herald  is  under  way.  Plans  and 
specification  had  been  submitted  for  the 
new  building  and  the  bids  let  only  a 
week  previous  to  tbe  fire.  .At  that  time 
it  was  announced  the  Herald  would  be 
in  its  new  quarters  probably  by  Xov.  1. 
Now  the  work  will  be  hastened,  and  it  is 
hoped  the  building  will  be  ready  a  month 
earlier.

matrimony  was  utterly  unlielievable.  Of 
Course,  numerous  fond  mammas  witli 
marriagealile  daughters  have  for  some 
years  regarded  the  millionaire  publisher 
as  a  desirable  son-in-law  and  have  tried 
in  tna.'iy  ways  to  assist  in  landing  him, 


lint  Somehow  he  has  always  slipped 
tliroiigh  their  fingers.  Mr.  Mnnsey’s 
prompt  denial  of  the  latest  rumor  proves 
that  he  has  no  intention,  at  present  at 
least,  of  snlimitting  to  the  yoke,  and 
therefore  is  still  a  matrimonial  possi- 
liility.

YELLOW  JOURNALISM  EVILS. 

The  harm  that  yellow  journalism  does 
ontlialances  all  the  good  it  may  do.  In 
their  efforts  to  provide  sensational  news 
for  their  readers  and,  incidentally,  to  in¬ 
crease  circulations,  the  editors  of  the  yel¬ 
low  press  encourage  their  reporters  to 
take  lilierties  with  facts  and  even  coun¬ 
tenance  deliberate  lying  and  misrepre¬ 
sentation.  Writers  possessing  a  vivid 
and  prolific  imagination,  who  are  not 
sijneamish  about  telling  untruths  or 
ilragging  reiintations  of  decent  people 
tlirongh  the  mire;  who  take  delight  in 
inventing  and  describing  salacious  situ¬ 
ations  and  in  making  indelicate  allu¬ 
sions.  are  always  in  demand  in  news¬ 
paper  offices  of  this  kind. 

In  reiM'rting  the  news  events  of  the 
day  errors  in  statement  are  sometimes 
made  even  in  tlic  most  conserva  ive  pa¬ 
pers.  but  they  are  unintentional,  not  de- 
lilK-ratc.  Probably  no  newspaper  was 
printed  that  was  perfect  in  text  or 
1.' I>'’‘8'’ai>hy,  for  mis  akes  will  occur  in 
spite  of  every  precaution. 

The  yellow  journalist  is  just  as  willing 
fo  print  a  lie  as  a  truth.  To  him  the 
character  of  no  man  or  woman  is  safe 
from  attack.  Fear  of  libel  suits  will  not 
prevent  him  from  publishing  statements 
alKint  jieople  that  he  kiviws  are  false. 
He  <loes  not  care  if  he  injures  reputa¬ 
tions  or  ruins  lives  so  long  as  he  fur¬ 


nishes  his  public  a  sensational  story — 
one  that  will  set  tongues  wagging  in 
offices,  sliops  or  parlors.  Many  a  giKid 
woman  lias  heon  compelled  to  live  under 
the  shadow  of  a  false  story  told  about 
her  in  a  yellow  newspaper.  Many  an 
honest  business  man  has  been  deprived 
of  public  favor  through  the  pnlilication 
of  a  tlippant  or  lying  paragraiih. 

Per.'-ons  are  not  alone  permanently  in¬ 
jured  by  the  work  of  the  yelluw  jour¬ 
nalists.  Cities  and  even  States  have 
lieen  maligned  and  their  legitima'e 
growth  cliecked  by  the  pens  of  irrespon¬ 
sible  and  mendacious  writers.  .At  the 
present  time  San  Francisco  is  suffering 
from  tlie  highly  colored  and  misleading 
reports  sent  out  immediately  after  the 
harmless  lit.le  eartluinake  of  last  July. 
Tliese  stated  that  the  people  were  panic- 
stricken  and  tliat  great  cracks  had 
appeared  in  the  walls  of  the  linest  build¬ 
ings;  whereas  the  people  were  not 
alarmed  and  none  of  the  buildings  was 
injured.  The  effect  of  the  publication  of 
these  reports  has  been  to  turn  away 
many  tourists  and  home-seekers  from 
the  city. 

Tlie  vogue  of  the  yellow  newspaper,  it 
is  gratifying  to  state,  is  nearing  its  end. 
The  public  attaches  less  and  less  im¬ 
portance  to  its  utterances  and  regards 
witli  suspicion  the  news  it  prints.  De¬ 
cent  journalism  was  never  better  appre¬ 
ciated  than  it  is  to-day. 


THE  EVENING  NEWSPAPER. 

(From  the  Arkansas  Democrat.) 

The  evening  is  the  time  for  retrospec¬ 
tion.  It  is  the  time  for  the  summing 
up  of  the  day’s  achievements.  It  is  a 
time  for  casting  up  of  accounts,  not  of 
your  business,  but  of  the  affairs  of  men, 
and  the  afternoon  newspaper  is  the  one 
clearing  house  through  which  you  may 
gather  all  this  information  and  that 
within  an  incredibly  short  length  of 
time,  and  you  go  to  sleep  feeling  sure 
that  you  are  abreast  with  the  times,  that 
you  know  what  is  going  on  in  this  great 
world  of  ours,  that  you  are  not  drag¬ 
ging  along  in  the  rear  while  your  fel¬ 
lows  are  well  up  in  front. 

The  afternoon  paper  is  not  a  luxury. 
It  is  as  necessary  as  life  or  fire  insur¬ 
ance.  It  is  even  as  necessary  as  the 
church.  The  pulpit  and  press,  together 
with  the  railroad  and  steamboat  and 
telegraph  and  telephone,  are  the  factors 
which  have  brought  about  wonderful  de¬ 
velopments  in  America  within  the  past 
few  years,  and  these  self-same  factors 
will  assist  in  developing  yet  other  bet¬ 
terments  and  improvements  and  the  af¬ 
ternoon  newspaper  is  not  the  least  of 
these. 

The  Ad  Men’s  League  Exhibit. 

In  accordance  with  jilans  adopted  sev¬ 
eral  months  ago,  the  .Advertising  Men’s 
League  of  New  A'ork  exhibited  at  Ford 
Hall  in  Hoston,  during  tile  recent  con¬ 
vention  examples  of  different  forms  ol 
advertising  matter  tliat  had  been  prepared 
by  its  members  or  had  lieen  selected 
with  a  view'  of  illustrating  different  prin¬ 
ciples  that  pertain  to  the  art  of  adver¬ 
tising.  The  examples  were  mounted  on 
the  pages  of  a  St.  Louis  multiplex  dis¬ 
play  board.  At  the  top  of  each  page  was 
a  brief  statement  of  tlie  principle  in¬ 
volved — whether  it  he  of  unity,  color, 
line  of  direction,  or  the  like — and  under¬ 
neath  were  reprints  of  advertisements 
that  are  seen  every  day  in  the  street 
cars,  on  th  billboards  or  in  the  maga¬ 
zines,  by  the  side  of  each  of  which  was 


printed  the  explanation  “correct”  or 
"violation  of  principle.”  as  the  case 
might  be.  The  care  displayed  in  the 
preparation  of  the  exhibit  is  remarkable. 
It  would  be  a  good  move  on  the  part  of 
the  league  to  place  this  or  a  similar  dis¬ 
play  in  public  libraries  where  it  might 
be  studied  by  those  who  are  specially 
interested  in  the  development  of  better 

advertising.  _
